The  deadline  is  approaching. 
Walt  Fryers,  the  71  year  only 
proprietor  of  Technocracy,  Inc., 
will  have  to  vacate  his  HUB  Mall 
office  at  the  end  of  the  month 
because,  according  to  HUB  Mall 
officials,  Technocracy  is  not  a 
retail  or  service  operation. 

But  Fryers  is  fighting  back. 
Technocracy  is  classified  as  a 
business  by  the  City  Business  Tax 
Assessors,  and  has  a  City  Business 
Licence.  The  organization  has  paid 
commercial  insurance  rates  and 
monthly  membership  dues  to  the 
HUB  Merchants  Association  for 
five  years. 

Recently,  in  response  to  the 

charge      of      non-commerciality 

levied  against  him  by  HUB,  Fryers 

has  applied  forand  been  granted  a 

city    business    licence    to    retail 

additional  lines  of  speciality  books 

related  to  science  and  technology. 

He  plans  also  to  extend  his  hours 

of  operation  to  include  weekday 

evenings,  for  the  convenience  of 

j  students  and  the  public.

:  English     Dictionary,     a     "retail" 

j  operation  is  one  that  "sells  goods 

i  in  small  quantities  to  the  actual 

consumer."    According    to    this 


definition,  Technocracy,  Inc. 
qualifies  as  a  retail  operation.  Mr. 
Fryers  states  that,  although  HUB 
has  never  collected  a  percentage 
of  his  sales  in  the  past  (they  collect 
from  other  businesses)  he  is 
perfectly  willing  to  allow  them  to 
do  so  in  the  future. 

When  asked  whether 
Technocracy's  increasing  retail 
sales  would  affect  the  eviction, 
Ann  Belick  of  HUB  Corhmercial 
said, 'I  do  not  think  the  University 
has  changed  its  mind." 

Walt  Fryers  is  an  elderly  man 
who  has  invested  six  and  a  half 
years  of  his  life  and  a  sizable 
amount  of  money  (over$100,000- 
according  to  him)  in  Technocracy 
-  a  non  profit,  research  and 
education  oriented  organization 


with  a  long  and  honourable 
history.  He  also  has  the  support  of 
various  faculty  members  on  cam- 
pus, has  expanded  his  retail 
operations  and  otherwise  shown 
his  willingness  to  adapt  to  HUB's 
rules  -  including  giving  up  a 
percentage  of  his  unit's  earnings. 
His  operation  is  by  definition 
retail,  although  its  primary  focus  is 
elsewhere.

At  the  north  end  of  HUB,  one  will  frequently  encounter  two 
well-dressed  gentlemen  sitting  at  a  table,  which  is  adorned  with 
posters,  proclaiming  the  virtues  of  Technocracy  Inc.  Nearby,  a 
small  office,  the  windows  of  which  resemble  a  bulletin  board, 
serves  as  the  headquarters  of  the  Technocrats.  J)espite  the 
apparent  intensity  ot  the  campaign,  it  is  doubtful  whether  more 
than  a  handful  of  the  students  who  walk  down  HUB  have  any  idea 
what  fechnocracy  stands  tor,  let  alone  know  the  identity  of  its 
poker-faced  advocates  who  propound  their  odd  philosophy  to  any 
who  might  care  to  listen. 

I  echnocracy  originated  after  the  First  World  War,  which  led 
to  an  interest  m  the  benefits  of  a  planned  economy.  Its  founder  was 
un  \merican  engineer  named  Howard  Scott,  who,  in  I9I9, 
organized  a  Technical  Alliance,  founded  on  the  dubious  premise 
that  onl>  engineers  could  provide  the  solution  to  the  problems  of 
an  industrial  society.  A  second,  but  no  less  important  opinion  of 
Scott  was  that  production  could  be  regulated  in  terms  of  energy 
expenditure,  rather  than  by  using  the  price  system.  The  latter  was 
>een  as  the  root  cause  of  the  1 929  economic  crisis. 

Born  in  Virginia  in  IK90,  Scott  was  a  huge  and  unpleasant 

igure.  A  fellow  engineer  commented  that  "he  was  too  much  like 

litler  to  be  a  good  leader".  He  nonetheless  retused  to  be  anything 

ithei  than  leader,  lacking  in  any  kind  ol  tact,  this  arrogant  gun- 

arrying  figure  made  it  his  personal  mission  to  develop  a  society 

un  h>  those  with  "knowledge  of  operation  and  direction",  that  is 

\\  technocrats.  In  I932,  heand  Walter  Rautenstrauch,  head  of  the 

Department  of  Industrial  Engineering  at  Columbia  University, 

lormed    a    Committee   on   Technocracy,   which   conducted   an 

"  I  nergy  Survey  of  North  America". 


The  committee  however  lasted  less  than  a  year. 
Rautenstrauch  soon  recognized  the  anti-democratic  nature  ol 
Scott's  proposal  to  hand  over  control  of  America  to  a  group  of 
engineers.  Alter  a  disastrous  radio  interview  by  Scott,  the 
Technocrats  were  formally  censured  by  the  American  Engineering 
Council  and  roundly  condemned  by  the  press.  In  January  I933, 
Scott  and  his  associates  were  discredited  and  largely  friendless 
Why  then,  one  asks,  has  Technocracy  Inc.  survived  to  the  present- 
day?  Why  do  members  of  this  organization  sit  in  HUB  handing  out 
literature  inspired  by  this  very  same  Howard  Scott? 

Technocracy  Inc.  purports  to  provide  a  solution  to  the 
problems  of  North  America  today.  The  technocrats  see 
themselves  as  the  only  people  capable  of  providing  this  solution, 
by  means  of  their  scientific  knowledge.  They  seek  an  end  to 
democracy  (indeed  one  of  their  leaflets  bears  the  headline  "Ihe 
Statue  of  Liberty  -  it's  time  to  tear  it  down"),  the  deportation  of 
all  recent  immigrants  and  the  return  of  all  U.S.  troops  from 
abroad  so  that  they  might  guard  the  borders  against  foreign 
intrusions.  The  aim  is  t»  mobilize  the  population  to  develop 
natural  resources  for  the  benefit  of  North  American  citizens 

If  one  disregards  the  sheer  inhumanity  of  the  proposed  order 
of  deportation,  two  points  strike  one  immediately  hirst. 
Technocracy  Inc.  advocates  a  policy  of  "survival  ol  the  littest", 
perhaps  a  hangover  from  the  Thirties  and  Nazi  influence.  I  he 
suggestion  is  that  North  America,  the  richest  continent  in  the 
world,  should  protect  her  resources  like  a  bear  sheltering  her  cubs, 
whilst  the  countries  of  the  Third  World  are  left  to  the  wolves.  Thus 
the  rich  of  the  world  get  richer  and  the  poor  presumably  die  off  as 
nature  takes  its  course. 

Secondly,  the  assumption  that  Technocrats  alone  have  the 
knowledge  to  lead  countries  is  facile.  Given  that  Technocracy  Inc. 
is  disillusioned  with  the  rule  of  politicians,  it  nevertheless  pro*  ides 
no  proposals  as  to  how  the  "Technocrats  are  to  take  power.  Are  we 
to  imagine  that  Congress  and  the  Commons  will  simply  stand 
aside,  mesmerized  by  the  breath-taking  logic  emanating  from 
Scott's  sheep-like  followers'  future  visitors  to  the  hallowed  office 
in  HUB  might  ask  one  further  question,  should  science,  as  a 
fallible  discipline,  not  be  used  to  serve  the  people,  or  should  we  be 
harnessed  to  its  yoke,  the  prisoners  of  faceless  technocrats  such  as 
Howard  Scott?

Those  of  you  who  were  fortunate,  or  unfortunate  enough 
I (depending  on  your  views  of  student  politics)  to  attend  last 
year's  student  election  forum  in  Turtle  lecture  theatre  (an 
administrative  screwup  by  the  Zoeteman  people  forcing  the 
forum  into  the  500  seat  lecture  theatre  rather  than  the  1000  seat 
SUB  Theatre)  witnessed  one  of  the  strangest  election 
campaigns  in  the  history  of  U  of  A  politics.  Star  of  the  show 
was  one  Rene  Le  Larke  leading  an  entourage  of  equally  strange 
candidates  of  the  Conceptual  Reality  Alternative  Party 
(CRAP).  Their  platform  was  never  defined  —  the  strong  point 
and  paradoxically  the  downfall  of  the  campaign  —  but  it 
generally  followed  the  entropic  pattern  of  the  theatre  of  the 
absurd:  outlandish  costumes,  a  speech  in  Lithuanian 
punctuated  exclamatically  with  cries  of  anarchy,  freedom, 
autonomy;  an  ostensibly  drunken  speech  by  a  darkskinned 
candidate,  Milfred  Campbell,  advocating  full  implementation 
of  the  now  famous  Hohol  two-tier  foreign  student  fee 
structure,  a  refusal  by  Le  Larke  to  leave  the  stage  after  the 
allotted  five  minutes  for  speech-making,  followed  by  Le 
Larke's  request  that  the  500  students  vote  on  whether  or  not  he 
should  continue  to  speak,  which  democratically  allowed  him  to 
continue,  whereupon  the  masked  politico  attempted  a  move  to 
[more  serious  campaigning  directed  at  promising  to  uphold  the 
university's  autonomy  in  the  face  of  the  provincial 
government's  obvious  desire  to  seize  the  power  now  invested  in 
|the  university  itself;  the  list  goes  on  ... 

Whereas  the  Spark,  Reynolds  and  Young  Socialist  slates 

Ihad  been  preparing  for  several  months,  CRAP  was  formulated 

lonly  four  weeks  before  the  polls  opened.  The  campaign  was 

Iconceived  as  a  farce  and  executed  as  a  farce.  It  sought  to  appeal 

Ito  jaded  students  in  their  last  year  who  had  suffered  three  or 

four  years  of  uncompromised  wishy-washiness  on  the  part  of 

previous  S.U.  executives,  or  to  younger  students  who  had 

perceived,    perhaps   from   observing   the   general   trend   in 

JGovernment,  Business,  and  Labour  towards  a  centralized, 

[concretely  defined,  decision   making  policy  inevitably  top 

[heavy  with  bureaucratic  compartmentalization  and  reams  of 

Ireports  and  task  force  recommendations,  the  ineffectiveness 

land  hence  the  farcical  nature  of  student  politics  in  the  seventies,. 

[The  CRAT  slate  recognized  the  iarce  and  didn't  pull  any 

|punches  so  far  as  their  intentions  were  concerned. 

During  the  last  week  of  campaigning  CRAP  fever  spread 
[across  campus  like  shit  from  the  fan  in  god's  anteroom. 
[Suddenly  everyone,  including  the  CRAP  candidates,  were 
Idiscussing  the  possibility  of  the  slate  actually  winning.  Yes 
|winning! 

And  they  did  do  remarkably  well.  Rene  Le  Larke  lost  by  a 

|handfulof   votes.    Jay    Spark,    who    Le    Larke   had   called 

'Zoeteman's  protege,"  pocketed  only  20  per  cent  more  votes 

Ithan  the  madman   Rene.   In  the   more  serious  faction  of 

|politicos,  serious   meaning    conservative,  a  windy    Whew! 

ruffled  finalized,  procedurally  expedient  documents  from  the 

iesks  of  the  enterprising  young  paperpushers. 

Rene  Le  Larke  is  now  disguised  as  Manfred  Lukat  and 
/arming  the  seat  of  vp.  services  on  the  Spark  executive. 

Lukat  joined  the  S.U.  executive  just  five  days  before  the 
lecision  to  lockout  CUPE  1368.  He  voted  with  the  rest  of  the 
ixecutive,  dressed  by  a  new  c.a.  for  Reed  International, 
iemonstrating  the  chamelion  presence  in  his  DNA,  quick  to 
;amoflage  him  and  ensure  his  survival  in  the  branch  of 
:orporate  politics 


But  wait;  there  are  rumors  that  Lukat  has  said  he  had  no 
choice  in  the  CU  PE  matter,  that  he  was  not  officially  ratified  to 
vp.  services  until  July  1 7  and  yet  was  given  full  voting  privileges 
July  2.  Shall  we  allow  Pynchon  paranoia  to  intervene? 

Could  it  be?  As  the  rumor  Lukat  does  not  deny  has  it  that 
Spark  and  Lukat  were  in  cahoots  long  before  CRAP  was 
formed?  And  that  CRAP  was  formed  as  the  integral  unit  of  an 
ingenious  conspiracy  to  assure  Spark's  victory  by  appealing  to 
voters  who  otherwise  would  have  chosen  Reynolds,  initially 
felt  to  be  Spark's  closest  rival?  That  the  CRAP  candidates  were 
victims  of  their  own  cynicism,  pawns  set  up  for  the  Big  Con? 
That  the  marriage-engagement  of  vp.  services-elect,  Shirley 
Armstrong,  to  outgoing  Zoeteman  vp.  services,  Jan  Grude, 
which  thereby  created  the  vp.  services  vacancy  now  filled  by 
Lukat  was  part  of  the  plot  which  ensured  Lukat  his  payment 
for  services  renderedand  hence  raises  suspicions  of  a 
Spark/ Zoeteman  connection  with  god  knows  what  other 
avenues  of  power  somehow  mixed  up  in  the'  intrigue  ?  That  the 
move  to  Turtle  lecture  theatre  was  ultimately  a  last  minute 
decision  forced  into  being  because  had  SUB  Theatre  been  used 
another  400-500  people  would  have  gone  home  saying,  "Hey, 
maybe  there  is  something  to  CRAP?"  And  those  people 
spelling  political  doom  for  Jay's  hopes  for  victory,  would  have 
left  Lukat  in  the  uncomfortable  position  of  full  responsibility 
for  the  23,000  students  on  campus? 

Ah,  but  this  is  pure  speculation,  conjecture,  crap. 

We  look  into  the  events  of  the  coming  year  with  interest 
and  expect  to  see  Mr.  Lukat  in  many  costumes.  The  only 
question  is:   are  they  kept  in  Mr.  Spark's  closet?
